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Thislnfed, under what Shape foever it appears* 
mz. either of a Grain, a Male Worm, a Nymph, a 
Fly, a Female Worm, or a Worm coming out of an 
Egg, always when prefled and cruflied, affords a Mat* 
ter of a purple Colour, which however is obferved 
to run moft copious in the Cocci and the Worms, 
efpecially the Female ones* 

This may fuffice at prefent for the Corre£Hon and 
Amendment of my fliort Hiftory of the Coccus^ till 
thefe things may appear explained more at large, and 
illuftrated with Figures, in the fecond Part of it, 
which is to treat of the Chymical Examination of it, 
and of its ufe in Dying as well as Phyfick.

The 
Author was credibly informed, that while the Albi- 
trojfe are fetting and hatching their Young 8 their 
Heads change from Brown to Scarlet, and become 
Brown again afterwards,
